LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  IIARKET  CONDITIONS 


The  New  Bedford  Standard  of  June  1  states  as  follows: 

"Less  inquiry  either  for  extra  staple  cotton  or  for  selected  shorter 
staple  was  reported  here  and  in  other  New  England  consuming  centers 
this  week,  and  in  the  absence  of  active  trading,  prices  remained 
nominally  unchanged  but  rather  soft.      Some  merchants  reported  fewer 
offerings  from  the  South  and  were  inclined  to  regard  selling  pressure 
as  somewhat  lessened,  but  otherwise  reported  it  very  easy  to  get  firm 
offers  accepted,  even  if  they  were  substantially  under  nominally  quoted 
prices .

"Very  little  activity  occurred  in  the  very  long  staple  cotton.  Not 
much  of  it  is  available,  but  there  is  more  than  the  current  demand 
can  absorb  and  prices  have  softened  somev/hat.  *** 

"The  Egj^tian  situation  has  been  upset  by  the  heavy  imports  recently 
made  in  expectation  of  the  passage  of  the  tariff  bill.      Not  much 
current  demand  has  been  evident  during  the  past  three  or  four  weeks 
and  the  market  has  continued  virtually  flat  this  week,  Vi;ith  prices 
nominally  unchanged. 

"Some  interest  in  Pima  cotton  has  been  reported,  and  sales  in  the 
neighborhood  of  32  cents  to  32-l/2  cants  for  number  threes  and  33  cents 
and  34  cents  for  number  tv^os  have  bean  made.

"Extra  staple  cotton  markets  vvere  practically  at  a  standstill 
throughout  New  England  during  the  past  weak  and  reports  from 
Southern  shipping  contors  indicate  that  tho  demand  for  cotton  from 
Southorn  mills  has  also  been  flat.      Eastern  ccttou  manufacturers 
havQ  been  buying  vory  cautiously  for  several  months  past  but  during
